ROAD COMMISSIONER COLE 
ISSUES NEW - 
ORDER 


Escape of Prisoners from Road 
Camp in Mountains Getting 
to Be Habit. Drastic Meth- 
ods Proved Necessary 


Confronted with a serious prob- 
lem in the wholesale escape of 
prisoners from the county road 
camp at the Cushenberry Ranch 
on the desert route to Big Bear 
Valley Highway, Commissioner 
James W. Cole, under whose di- 
rections the prison camp is oper- 
ated, has instructed guards at the 
camp to shoot to hit when a pris- 
oner attempts to make an escape. 

This week Deputy Sheriff Will- 
fam Ball, who is in charge at the 
camp, lined all prisoners up and 
in a straight talk warned them of 
the possible consequence in at- 
tempting to escape. He told them 
that all guards had been instruct- 
ed to “level’’ on prisoners attempt- 
ing to make escapes and when a 
shot is fired from a distance at a 
fleeing prisoner the bullet is Hable 
to strike in a vital spot. 

Did Not Fire to Hit 

Heretofore guards have on occa- 
sions fired in the direction of pris- 
oners making escapes, but they 
have fired over their heads or 
near their feet in an effort to halt 
them. Usually the shots have 
failed to halt the prisoners and 
other prisoners, knowing no at- 
tempt was being made to hit the 
fleeing men, also attempt escapes. 
But with the new instructions a 
prisoner who attempts to escape 
will be taking a chance on losing 
his life. 

Last month more prisoners es- 


E..|caped from the road camp than 


during the entire twelve months 
of last year, Mr, Cole stated. Bight 


i. |men, none of whom have yet been 


captured, escaped from the camp 
last. month with the giiards being 4 
unable to stop them before they 
gained the protection of the heavy 
underbrush of the mountains, 

There are approximately sixty 
prisoners in the road camp at the 
present time and only four guards. 
At times the prisoners are spread 
for some distance along the road 
and it is impossible for the guards 
to be at all points along the line 
at one time. Some of the. pris 
oners who have attempted escapes 
are now wearing leg irons. 

Guard on Horseback 

One guard has been placed on 
horseback. In this manner it ‘ 
makes escape more difficult as a 
man on horseback can usually 
overtake a prisoner before he has 
gone far. 

“Something has got to be done 
to stop the wholesale escape of 
prisoners,” Mr. Cole said. “The 
men sent to the prison camp are 
for the most’ part those who have 
committed misdemeanor offenses 
ani we do not like to shoot a man 
jailed for offenses of this kind. 
But there are many vicious and 
dangerous. criminals mixed among 
the prisoners, some who have 
long criminal records. They are 
the kind that attempt escapes as a 
rule. It is a serious problem and 
has got to be dealt with in some 
way that will lessen the number 
of escapes. That is why. the order 
has been given to shoot to hit.” -

Mr. Ford Goes to Sea 


(Springfield Republican) 

In fixing $100 a month as.the minimum 
wage for the crew of his oceafi carrier, the 
Oneida, Mr. Ford has not pleased the shipping 
trade of the world. It recalls his perform- 
ance some years ago in fixing $5 a day as 
the minimum wage in his automobile plants. 
His competitors condemned it as ruinous. It 
happened that. war conditions forced up wages 
in general so far that Mr. Ford’s minimum 
was forgotten, but in the ocean carrying 
trade today nothing indicates a general rise 
in wages to make the trade forget Mr. Ford’s 
new scale. 

Mr. Ford did not consult other ship own- 
ers when he ventured into ocean transporta- 
tion. He bought steamships for the same 
reason that he bought .a railroad—to carry 
Ford cars. And he fixed wages on the ocean 
+n line with the wages he paid on the land. 
Tt turns out that wages on the Ford ships 
range from 50 to 100 per cent abaye those 
paid by the United States Shipping Board 
and the private owners of American shipping. 
As compared with the lowest paid on a Ford 
ship, who gets 100 a month, the lowest paid 
on the average Americfh ship privately own- 
ed, gets $40. A first officer on a Ford ship 
gets *225 as compared with $155 paid to a 
first officer on a privately-owned vessel and 
$180 paid to an officer of the same rank on a 
shipping board vessel. 

Mr. Ford will be able to pick the best offi- 
cers and crews, because the best will desire 
to work for him. His ships will be efficiently 
operated, doubtless, for the same reason that 
the fleets of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion and the Standard-Oil Company are and 
for the same reason that his railroad is. These 
great industrial organizations furnish full 
cargoes for their own vessels outward bound 
and on the home trip car afford to quote low 
rates for other people’s freight and keep the 
ships running constantly without uneconomic 
delays. They are not common carriers imthe 
sense that they depend on what is offered to 
them to make traffic. They are quite uncom- 
mon carriers. - . 

Mr. Ford’s wage scale, however, far sur- 
passes those of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and the Standard Oil Company. Pos- 
sibly his marine department will attract work- 
ers now employed in land industries. The ex- 
cessive cost of operating the merchant marine 
under the United States flag has been urged 
as one of its chief handicaps in competition 
with the much cheaper shipping under other 
flags, so that Mr. Ford’s appearance as an em- 
ployer on the high seas raises questions that 
éan be fully answered only by experience.

In-the last decades of the sev- 
enteenth century Richard Baxter, 
an English theologian and logician, 
wrote a’ number of books. They 
dealt with subjects of great in- 
terest. to the learned, churchman 
and dissenters alike, at a period 
when religious issues were the 
great issues of the country. Some 
of his works, written for the un- 
derstanding of the layman, exert- 
ed a great influence on the devel- 
opment of non-conformity, and 
have been republished from time 
to time since his death. One or 
two, on the other hand, were too 
subtle even for the very wise, and 
the first—and sometimes the only 
—editions of these puzzlers dis- 
appeared as “junk” from the 
ghélves* on which they accumulat 
ed dust for lack of readers. 

A week or two ago an American 
collector paid $32,640 for Baxter's 
“A Call to the Unconverted.” Its 
value lay in its rarity; the tome 
was believed to be the only copy 
in existence. A few days later a 
clergyman in Illinois read a dis- 
patch in which the London sale 
was reported. He went into his 
library and found that the old vol- 
ume he had received from his 
grandfather was in fact “A Call to 
the Unconverted,” a twin, as far 
as could be learned by close ex- 
amination, of the “only existing 
copy” that had brought so high a 
price in England. And perhaps in 
other libraries and in attics and 
in ol@-trunks, other copies of Bax- 
ter’s rare book will be found. 

Thirty-two. thousand dollars is 
a very. high price to pay for a 
single book, even if it is an “only 
copy” of a very old work. Obvious- 
ly neither of two “only copies” can 
have a value as great as that 
which attaches to one while the 
existence of the other is unknown. 
The discovery of the companion, 
volume in Illinois reduces mater- 
ially the value of the tome pur- 
chased by the collector, for reas 
ons that will be plain to collect- 
ors and to all women. A rare 
book is dearest to the collector 
when it is rarest, for the same 
reason that a woman loses her 
liking for her hat the moment her 
neighbor wears one exactly like it.
